CHINA. 


Mr. Mornisson, our excellent Mis- 
sionary in China, still occupies his im- 
yortant station, and pursues with un- 
remitting diligence his studies and la- 
bours. fle is not permitted publicly 
to preach the Gospel, nor can he open- 
ly distribute the Scriptures s, which he 
has translated and printed. They are, 
however, widely circulated, especially 
in the Asiatic islands. The late re- 
bellion in China, has rendered the 
Government more jealous and suspi- 
cious than ever; so that not only the 
Roman Catholic religion and its pro- 

fessors have been opposed and perse- 
cuted, but all social meetings of a re- 

ligious kind have been discouraged, 

lest combinations of a political nature 
should be formed. Noedict, it should 
ve understood was ever issued against 
Mr. Morrison or his publications in 
particular; the edicts formerly refer- 
red to were directed against Roman 
Catholic baoks, and probably the re- 

striction might be applied to the sup- 
pression of the sacred Scriptures them- 
selves ; but these were never circulated 
in such a way as to attract the notice 
of Government. Mr. Morrison wishes 
that an erroneous impression madeon 
the minds of many on this head may be 
corrected, 

Mr. Morrison is proceeding in his 
great work of translating the Scrip- 
tures into the language of the Ciiinese. 
During the past year, he has comple- 
ted and printed the book of Genesis. 
The book of the Psalms was expected 
to be finished by the close of the year. 
The British and Foreign Bible Socie- 
ty, highly appreciating the i importance 





of Mr. Morrison’s labours, have sataed 
this year to their former liberal dona- 
tions to him, the sum of One Thousand 
Pounds. This is the third grant te the 
same amount which has been made 
by this noble Institution, and the war- 
mest thanks of this Society are ccr- 
tainly due to that respect: ible body for 
this additional aid. 

Mr. Morrison and his colleague Will 
now be enabled to print off, from the 
stereotype wooden blocks which are 
already formed, any number that init 
at any time be required, without coni- 
posing the matter anew,as must be 
done when metal move alsle types are 
employed; for whatever advantages 
the latter method tnay be suppose dl . 
possess, Mr, Morrison is decidedly of 
opinion, that for standard books like 
the Scriptures, all that can be said in 
favour ef metal stereotype, as used in 
England, applies with equal, if not 
sereater force, to the Chinese wood: vu 
stereotype. It affords the Directors 
great satisfaction to learn, that the secs 
ond, or duodecimo edition, of the New 
Testament, lately campleted, and prin- 
ted, (as Chinese books must be,) on 
Chinese paper, and bound tp, m ay be 
afforded at the price of halfa do Har 
or two shillings and sixpence En; slish’ 

The directors are so dec ‘ply impres- 
sed by a sense of the vast hmportance 
and probable utility of widely diffusing 
the sacred Scriptures among the hun- 
dreds of millions who inhabit China, 
and the numerous islands of the East. 
ern seas, and so much encouraged by 
the liberal support given to Mr. Morris- 
onand Mr. Milne by the Bible Socie- 
ty, that they have urged these brethren 
to use their utmost energies in the 
glorious work, promising to support 
them therein to the utwest of their 


power.

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JAVA. 

Lerrers of a satisfactory nature 
have been received from Mr. Supper, 
who olficiates as one of the ministers 
of the Dutch Church in Batavia. He 
has been appointed Secretary of the 
Java Auxiliary Bible Society, and has 
laudably exerted himself in the distri- 
bution of the English, Dutch, and Ar- 
abic Bibles, intrusted to his care, some 
of which have been sent to our Mission 
aries, Mr. Bruckner, at Samarang, and 
Mr. Kam, at Amboyna. It affords the 
Directors great pleasure to observe 
thatin this and in nrany other instan- 
ces, the efforts of the Missionary and 
Bibie Societies are reciprocally usetul 
toeach other ; for while the Missiona- 
ries are forw arded in their work by the 
Bibles they receive from the British 
and Foreign Bible Society, that insti- 
tution is benefited by the labours of the 
Missionaries both in translating and 

distr ibuting the Scriptures. 

Mr. Supper informs us, that the 
Chinese Tracts sent him by Mr. Mil- 
ne, were received by the people with 
unspeakable gratitude, some of them 
bowing respectfully to the ground, and 
kissing the bogks, which they receiv- 
ed; but he adds that the Arabians, as 
well as the Chinese, said, “We want 
teachers to explain these things to us.” 

We rejoice to find that, notwithstan- 
ding the respectability of the station 
which Mr. Supper occupies,he breathes 
an ardent desire to be employed more 
immediately in Missionary labours a- 
mong the heathen arognd him, with 
many of whom, as well @ with the Ma- 
hometans; he has freely conversed: 
and has reason to believe that many 
of them are disposed to receive a bet- 
ter religion than that which they now 
profess. He expresses a wish, that, 
by the appointment of a suitable suc- 
cessor in his Church, he may be at lib- 
erty to devote himself wholly to the 
eonversion of the heathen; he also 
earnestly desires, that more Missiona- 
ries may be sent out to that great and 

populous island, which presents an 
immeyse field for their evangelical la- 
urs. 
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SAMARANG, (IN JAVA,) 
About 200 miles from Batavia. 


Mr. Bruckner is at present one of tlie 
ministers in Samarang. He deepiy 
laments the low state of religion among 
the people. They are generally igne- 
rant of the Gospel, inattentive and in- 
different. He has, as yet, noevidence 
of the usefulness of his ministry ; but 
he encourages himself with the hope 
that, after he has acquired the lan- 
guage of the country, he shall be able 
to devote himself to the proper work 
of a Missionary. Mr. Bruckner has 
visited the south-east part of Java, 
where le found hundreds of persons 
called C hristians, but who, from the 
want of religious instruction, are de- 
plorably ignorant. He mentions the 
arrival of Mr. Trout, a Baptist Mis- 
sionary, who is learning the Malay lan- 
guage, and with whom, he says, he 
hopes to proceed, hand in hand, in the 
work of the Lord. 


AMBOYNA. 

Mr. Kam, who went out with Mr. 
Supper and Mr. Bruckner, was appoin- 
ted to labour for a time at Sourabaya, 
where the people professing Christian- 
ity had long been destitute of divine 
ordinances. From thence he pro- 
ceeded to Amboyna, the chief of the 
Molucca islands, where he statedly re- 
sides and ofliciates as pastor of the 
Dutch Church. ‘There also the peo- 
ple had long been in a destitute c ondi- 
tion, the Lord’s Supper had not been 
administered for about thirteen years. 
Bibles and ‘Testaments, he says are 
much wanted; he is of opinion that 
20,000 copies are requisite for the fall 
supply of the people, and that they 
would readily be purchased by them. 

Mr. Kam was supplied by Mr. Mo:- 
rison with a good number of Chinese 
Testaments, ‘which he has hadan op- 
portunity of distributing among the 
Chinese in Amboyna, and by whom 
they were thankfully received. 

Mr. Kam is applying himself to the 
Malay language, and much wishes 
that several young men whwo are ac- 
quainted with itmay be sent out, as 
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apandant room 
casion for many labourers.

INDIA. 

THe Directors will now proceed to 
report the general state of our Mis- 
sions In India; that populous region of 
the earth which, on all eccounts, claims 
our special regard; and to which the 
Directors, during the last vear, have 
paid particul: irattention, bv consider- 
ably increasing the ne:uber of the Mis- 
sionaries. 

BENGAL. 

Foo long has the northern part ef 
India been neglected by us, not indeed 
for want of inclination to send Mis- 
siouvaries thither, but for want of suita- 
ble labourers, in addition to those whose 
assistance was required in the stations 
before established. About three vears 

ago, Mr. May was permitte d to settle 
at Chinsurah, a town on the west side 
of the river Hoogly, about iwenty-iwo 
miles north of Calcutta. Here he ap- 
plied hunself, with dikgence, to that 
work for whic bh he has peculiar talents 
—the instruction of children. In eur 
last Report it was stated that he had 
formed three or four schools in Chins 


surah and Chandernagore, and that 
jds method of conducting them was 
highly ap prove: d by many European 
‘eutlemen who had visited thems it 
was also suggested, that his plan of in- 
‘truction, when matured, might possi- 
sfopted in ihat pop- 
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ulous country. We have now the 
pleasure to state, that this expectation 
isrealized; andthat Mr. May has beey 
encouraged to establish in that very 
populous neighbourhood twenty schools, 
containing ome ihousand six hundred 
and fifiy-one children, among whom are 
258 sous of Brahmins. These schools 
he regularly superintends; and in so 
doing, receives encouragement and 
support from the regular authorities of 
the country. Mr. May having the 
prospect of extending his operations 
still more widely, earnestly desires 
that one or two able persons, possess- 
ing a Missionary spirit, may be speed- 
ily sent out as additional superintend- 
ents. The Directors are happy to 
say, that they have already engaged 
for that purpose one who is strongly 
recommended to them, not only by 
his ministry, but by his zeal in. similar 
services in the metropolis. 

[t is with peculiar pleasure that the 
Society accepted the services of Mr. 
lienry Townley, whose ardent zeal in 
the Missionary cause induced him to 
relinquish his ministerial engagements 
at Paddington, where his labours raet 
with great acceptance, and where his 
prospects of comfort and success were 
wiusually imviting. He is associated 
wit Mr. Keith, one of the students 
from Gosport, with whom he lately 
sailed for Calcutta, which may justly 
be styled the metropo's of the East: 
Where, in a varicty of ways, there is 


ainple scope for tle exercise of thei 


talents: and a we trust, in addi: 
tion to fcllow-!¥pourers of the Estab- 
lishinent, and of other denomin.tions, 
they will be rendered abundantly use- 
fil, as struments of extending the 
kinedem of Christ among the Hindoes 
and Mahoimes@&ns. 


MADMIAS. 


For a long time the Directors have 
been carnesily disivous of gratifying 
the wishes, and stre1 gthening the hands 
of Mr. Loveless at Madras, by sending 
out an additional labourer. With 
great satisfaction they have just dis- 
patched for that station Mr. Knill, for- 
inerly a student at Axminster, and rer 
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cently at Gosport, whose disposition 
and talents, they trust, are well adap- 
ted to that important post, and of 
whose conduct as a Misssionary, they 
indulge the most pleasing expecta- 
tions. 

Mr. Loveless mentions in his last 
letter, that he had 75 boys in a Mis- 
sionary Free school, and that he had 
the prospect of forming a female school 
onthe same plan. The arrival of Mr. 
Knill will probably enable him to 
ndopt Mr. May’s improved plan, and 
to extend his operations in like man- 
ner. 

GANJAM. 

Little of importance has occurred 
at Ganjam, since the last Report. Mr. 
Lee’s iil health has sometimes been 
such as to interrupt his labours; but 
when he wrote last he appeared to be 
completely restored. His ministry is 
attended by a considerable number of 
persons with apparent seriousness ; but 
he laments the want of decisive evi- 
dence of success. He proceeds with 
his school, in which there are 24 na- 
tive children; but on account of the 
general dreagl of being made Chiris- 
tians, he has not yet been able to in- 
troduce the reading of the Scriptures. 
Mr. Lee also attends once a week at 
ihe hospital, to instruct our sick and 
dying countrymen, many of whom he 
finds hardened by sin, and ina state of 
almost heathen darkness. He is still 
proceeding with his translation of the 
book of Genesis into the Telinga lan- 
guage. He much wishes for the as- 
sistance of another Missionary. * 


VIZAGAPATAM. 


This important station has had to 
struggle with many difficulties. The 
death of those able and excellent Mis- 
sionaries Cran and Des Granges, after 
having acquired the Telinga language, 
was a heavy loss. Since that time, 
Messrs. Gordon, Lee, and Pritchett, 
have laboured assiduonsly to support 
the mission; but Mr. Lee removed to 
Ganjam, and Mr. Gordon has been re- 
veatedly attacked by a liver cou.- 
plaint, which has obliged him to take 
two voyages in hope of recevery 3 and 
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there is reason to fear that he will be 
under the necessity of relinquishing 
the mission, at least for atime. It has 

leased God also to remove by death 
Mrs. Gordon, who was a truly pious, 
amiable, and useful person. She died 
November, 25, 1814, in her thirty- 
fourth year, after an illness of thirteen 
days; but she departed “ enjoving the 
peace of the righteous, the support of. 
the Gospel, and the anticipation of 
glory,” leaving an affectionate hus- 
band and four young children to 
lament her loss. 

Mr. Pritchett writes, that he is pro- 
ceeding as usual in his work, but is 
not favoured with that visible success 
which he desires. He has baptized 
one woman, who appears to have been 
turned from her vain conversation to 
serve the living God, and to seek sal- 
vation through his dear Son. Some 
progress, though with difficulty, is 
made in the School; the average at 
tendance is about fifty. A new scliool 
has been opened in a neighbouring 
village; but the people are terrified at 
the idea of becoming Christians. Un- 
der the. present circumstances of this 
mission, it cannot be expected -that 
great progress should be made in the 
work of translation ; yet Mr. Pritchett 
is proceeding therein as speedily as he 
is able. 

The Directors wishing to strengthen 
this mission, sent out, in the spring of 
1815, Mr. Dawson, one of the Mission- 
ary Students at Gosport, who has 
joined Mr. Pritchett, and with Anan- 
darayer, the converted Brahmin, will 
proceed with renewed vigour in their 
important work. 

BELLARY. 

We arg happy to hear that Mr. 
Hands’ health is re-established, and 
that he is enabled to persevere in his 
Missionary work. He cannot, he 
says, gratify us with an account of the 
poor Hindeos around him having 
openly embraced the Gospel; yet he 
is persuaded that many are convinced 
of its excellence and divinity, and are 
desirous of becoming better acquainted 
with it. The Gospels in the language 
of the country, together with Cate 
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chisms, have been extensively circu- 
lated, and have excited so much at- 
tention, that scarcely a day passes 
without several persons calling upon 
hii for books, and making 1 inquiries. 

Mir. Hands occasionally visits the 
te mples of the heathen, at the seasons 
of their religious festivals, when he 
embraces the opportanity of distribut- 
ing among them the word of life, and 
converses with them on its contents. 
On a long journey, he visited the 
native schools in the toavns and vil- 
luges, addressed the children, and sup- 
pile eo them with books, which in gen, 
eral were eagerly and thankfully re- 
ceived 3 and many heard, with at 
tention, the glad tidings of the Gospel, 
We trust that these truly evangelical 
labours wil not be fruitless. 

Mir. Hands is assisted by Mr, Tay- 
lor, formerly of Madras; and in the 
course of a few months will, we trust, 
he further encouraged by the arrival 
of Mr. Reeve, one of the Missionary 
Students, who, with several other la- 
bourers for India, has just sailed in 
the ship Mojra, Captain Kemp.

Sunday, Sept. 5, 1813.—During the 
past week, twoof the Molwees who 
have attended to read the Scriptures, 
have declared themselves convinced 
of the Divine Authority of the Gespel, 
and expressed their intention of receiv- 
ing baptism. A man of consequence, 
with his two sons, and a learned Bra- 
min, have done the same to Abdool in 
the city. This morning, on account 
of the ram, fewer attended Hindoosta- 
nee Wor ship. Of them, a boy aged 
13 or 14, one of the scholars in the 
City School, who has several times 
lately expressed a desire to be bapti- 
zed, was asked, “ W hy do you wish to 
become a Christian? °*__He mention- 
ed the miracles, death, resurrection, 
and ascension of our Lord, as proofs 
that he is the only Saviour. He was 
again questioned, “Why did Christ 
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thus die and rise again ?”’—Ans. © For 

our sins.”—Q. “ What do you suppose 

sin to be °?”’—Ans. “ All kinds of bad 

words and bad actions.”—Q. “ Are 

you conscious of having sinned ?” He 
answered, with some confusion, “ Yes.” 
—Q.“ And what makes you think you 
shall be forgiven if you become a Chris. 
tian?” Ans. “Jesus Christ will wash 
away my sins with hisown blood.”— 
An expianation of the Commandments 
was read after prayers, which excited 
much attention; and a good deal of 
conversation on the subject, after Di- 
vine Wor i was ended, 

Sept. 19.—Yesterday the wife of one 
of the Molwees who attend to read the 
Serigtnnes daily, sent for Abdool. She 
told him that her husband does noth- 
ing now but talk of religion—that he 
is constantly sighing, aud seems deep- 
ly troubled—that when she asks him 
the cause, he tells her he is mourning 
over his sins; that he must be a Chris- 
tiai; and that if she will be influenced 
by him she must also. She sent for 
Abdool to know the reason of all this ; 
and to beg that she might not be sep- 
arated from her husband. Abdool 
told her, that if her husband became a 
Christian, he would not then part with 
her at all, unless she herself left him, 
&c. She begged for a copy of the Gos- 
pel for herself, that she might learn 
more of this matter. 

On Thursday began to attend in the 
city, at four P. M. where several re- 
spectable people, both Hindoos and 
Mahometans, came daily to read the 
Scriptures and hear them explained. 

Sept. 21, 1813.—This afternoon 
Molwee Mahomed Fazil, the person 
referred to above, came on purpose to 
request that he might be admitted to 
baptism on Sunday next. He said, 


with tears, that he had,for some time,, 


been perfectly convinced of the Divine 
Authority of the Gospel; that now, 
perceiving this life short and uncer- 
tain, he wished to secure life eternal : 
and that to be ashamed of Christ would 
subject him to be put to shame at the 
Great Day. He is one of those who 
have lately come daily to read the 
Scriptures, and has inquired minutely 
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jnto every subject of objection. He 
is the Moiwee who came April 5th to 
anquire in what part of Scripture Christ 
is called the Son of God. 

Sept. 22.—To-day, the son of Talib 
Messee Khan came ‘by appointment, 
and the following conversation took 
place.—* Your father told me yester- 
day, you also wish to be baptized on 
Sunday next.” Ans. “ That is my de- 
sire.”"—Q. “Why do you desire it!” 
Ans. © That my end may be happy.” 
—Q, Cannot you have a happyend 
in any other religion?” Ans. “No: I 
am persuaded I cannot.”—Q. “ What 
have you discevered im the Gospel th: ut 
should make you determine “thus? 

Ans. “I perceive there is no one that 
ean be compared with the Lord Jesus 
Christ.” —@Q. “ But do you see any ne- 
vessity for such a Mediator?” Ans. 

“ Yes: he gave his own life a ransom 
for our sins, and what he did and sui- 
fered was on our account.”—Q. “ But 
do you see in yeurséli’ that sin is such 
an evil as to require such sufferings ?” 
Ans. “ ¥es: and I desire to have my 
sins forgiven, and to be made holy.’ 

Sept. 23.—Yesterday and to-day a 
person from Delhi, an Armen:an by 
nation, and a Christian by profession, 
attended to read the Scriptures. He 
had visited Abduol in -the forenoon; 
and, on seeing the care which he took 
to instruct-the Catechumens, with the 
general regard paid to religion py those 
who @ attend, he lamented, with tears, 
the hitherto caveless fife which he had 
fed, and begged for co pies of the ivan 
slations and prayers: and hes taken-a 
few copies wk hin to Deili. Four 
of tie women-of'the Roman Catholic 
Church have been envaged with the 
new converts, reading tie: Ten Com- 
inandments, with secming concern for 
their salvation. One, in particular, 
who separated herself rom ber hus- 
band that she might be entirely devoted 
to the-service of the Virgin Mary, la- 
ments, that she has been se long deceiv- 
ed, andwainly striving to work out i 
salvation ofker own.

For the instrac- 
tion of ail these, five Schoolmasters 
are retained, and one aauenen Writer 
to instruct in reading and = writing 
car" athome. A place of worship 
is erecting in the city 46 feet long, and 
20 wide. It is expected to be comple t- 
ed in October. The L[lugeem Talib 
Messee Kian. administers medicine 
daily gratis to many afilicted poor. 

In these schools at Meerat, ma ry 
native children are reading the Scrip- 
tures, and Mr. Bowley has, for these 
two months past, reé id the Sc riptures 
every Sabbath-day to many assembled 
Natives at that place, and is othev- 
wise very actively engaged in dis- 
scminaiing the knowledge of Divine 
Truth.

“To-day, 
said he to Abdool, © Eli ave been num-

“T have been beaten for ‘the name of 
Jesus.” He then related how an Ara- 
bian, who has been among us several 
times lately, and wanted money from 
us, came upon him as he was going 
along the street; first seized his hands, 
and then exclaiming, “ that mouth has 
denied Mahomet,” hit him several 
blows on the mouth, sa as to make the 
lood flow. The oid man expressed 
no sorrow, but rather joy; and his 
conversation in the evening was very 
edifying. The assailant afterward 
fled, and is concealed from justice. 

Oct. 3.—F ewer people attended Di- 
vine W orship to-day, owing, itis tho’t, 
to the fear of ill-treatment, which yes- 

terday’s occurrence has excited. The 
meekness with which Melwee Futtih 
Ullah submitted to the assault has been 
remarked to the honour of the Gospel. 
ln former times, under the Mahome- 
tan Government, he had contended 
with some one about a trifle, and ran 
afier him witha dgawn sword : “ Now,” 
say the neighbours, “he did not 4dift 
his hand in his own defence: but peo- 
ple do become inoffensive, when they 
become Christians !” 

Oct. 7.—Joseph, the brother of Ab- 
dool, left Agra to return to Lucknow. 
He has paid much attention to reli- 
cion, since he has been among us; 
and appears truly humble, serious,and 
pious. He would have been baptized : 
but we judged it expedient, that he 
should go and tell his friends his inten- 
tion, and acquaint them fully with the 
views of Divine Truth which he has 
received, and then visit us again. 
Had he returned baptized to Luck- 
now, it would have been a signal for 
persec ution without hearing his rea- 
sons for becoming a Christian : now 
we hope that they will hear, and that 
some may be persuaded to embrace 
the ‘truth with him. He has taken 
several copies of all the translations. 

Oct. [0.—Abdool being unwell, the 
Hugeem Talib Messee Khan oftficia- 
ted, to abont the usual mumber. Du- 
ring the past weck, some have with- 
drawn their attendance: we suppose 
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from fear of reproach, owing to the as. 
sault on Molwee Futtih Ullah. 

Oct. 17.—During the past week we 
were much alarmed by the severe ill- 
ness of Abdool. On ‘Tuesday he had. 
a very high fever ; but the kind atten- 
tions of one of our surgeons were bles- 
sed to his perfect recovery. ‘To-day 
Molwee Fazil Messee read prayers, 
and a written sermon, in the city.

verts. ‘These were examined yester- 
day, and discoyer an acquaintance 
with the Gospel; and express such a 
sense of theig need of Christ’s Grace 
and their hearty acceptance of him, 
as indicate knowledge and sincerity. 
Others offered themselves at the same 
lime, but did not seem sailiciently a- 
ware of the importance of the ordi- 
nanee. 

After the baptisms, Molwee Fazil 
Messee oiliciated in reading Prayers 
and Litany, (Abdool having a cold 
and hoarseness upon him.) His iaan- 
ner of exposition was clear and point- 
ed; and, with further knowledge and 
experience, he promises to be very use- 
ful to the Church. 

We were agreeably surprized to- 
day to hear a boy, as he passed along 
the road, singing one of the Hymns 
which Abdool taugh it ithe singers, be- 
ginning with—*'T’ ‘hou hast had merey 
upon me, O Jesus, thou Son of God.” 
The scholars are reduced in number 
this month, from many of the parents 
having cone back to their own villages 
since the commencement of harvest. 

The building erecting for Public 
Worship in the city is so far finished, 
as to admit of Divine Service being 
performed in it yesterday. 

The accounts from Mecrat, res- 
pecting the progress of the Gospel, are 
very encouraging. The Hugeem Talib 
Messee Khan goes over thither shortly 
to reside. Abdool and | his nephew go 
with him on a visit. —

Sir—In compliance with the request con- 
ained in your ** Circular,” i transmit you 
he following account of the Church of 
Chris: in East Guilford. 

This Church was “ gathered” at the time 
of the ordinatton of the first minister, com- 
posed of the following members: Mr. John 
Hart, Joseph Kand, Nathan Bradley, Na- 
thaniel Stevens, John Meigs, Obadiah Wil- 
cox,John Thomson, Benjamin Hand, Jona- 
than Murray,John French, Benjapin Stone, 
Caleb Parmely, Samuel Munger, Peier 
Bliss. On ihe same day, which was Nov. 
95, 1707, the Rev. John Hart was ordained 
to the work of she ministry, in which he la- 
houred nearly tweniy-four years. He died 
March 4, 1731. 

He was succeeded in the ministry by the 
Rev. Jonathan ‘Todd, ordained October 
24,1783. He fell asieep Feb. 24, 4791. 

The Rev. John Ellio:t was ordained No- 
vember 2, 1791. 

During Mr. Hart’s ministry about 80 were 
almitted ‘o communion. At the time of 
Mr. Todd's settlement, the Church consist- 
ed of 51 members. The number admitied 
by him cannot be accurately ascertained, 
Atthe time of my ordination the church 
contajned 84 mewhers. It now contains 
157 

There are within the limits of this parish 
191 families In the winter of 1799 and 
1800, it pleased God to revive bis work and 
build up this part of Zion. Special attention 
gradually increased during ‘he ensuing sum- 
mer, and continued for several months. As 
the happy fruit of this refreshing season, 
nearly 00 were added to our communion. 
In the Summer of 1805, a genile shower 
descended, and several were hopetully 
called into the Kingdom, ali of them in 
youth. The Fall of 1809 will be remem- 
bered, we trust, with gratitude to God, for- 
ever, for the ou(pouring of his blessed Spi- 
rit. Some drops had previously fallen, 
when the work spread with great rapidity 
and power. The solemnity ip a short time 
became p paces Numbers were under 
deep and solemn conviction. Stated and 
occasional meetings for religious purposes 
were exceeding atientive, as well as full. 
The evidence that the Lord was in the 
midst of us, was so unquestionable, that all, 
even if not partaking of special impres- 
sions, were obliged to acknowledge its 
force. Like all copious showers, it was of 
short duration. But the garden of the 
Lord was watered. Between 50 and 60 
have publicly professed obedience to Christ. 

A lamentable degree of coldness among 
professors, and of stupidity among sinners, 
now prevails. May the God of Grace 
again revive his work.

one period of his ministry. In the discourse 
at his funeral by Dr. Williams of Lebanon, 
he is characterized “a pious, zealous, pru- 
dent, and faithful pastor, and guide of souls, 
an hearty friend to the reformation,” (of 
that cay, ) “an undesigning, and right hon- 
es: man.”
